29.—Seven men were known to be 
dead, six injured and five unac- 
counted for today, following an tx- 
plosion of an oil well near here. 


The injured were removed to a 


hospital at Longview where some 
reported in a dying condition. 


The explosion was started by a 


spark from a drill stem caused by 
friction. 


The well, the 
Sinclair No. 1, 


blew in Sunday out of control. It 
was located on the farm of Tom 
Cole, _who .himself suffered burns 
i%ah effort to save one of the. vic- 
tims.

All ambulances were rushed 


from Longview last night when 
news of the disaster reached that 
city, located in the northeastern 
part of the state. 


Tom Cole, who was among those 


taken to a sanitarium at Longview, 
reported he saw a spark fall into 
the well and an instant later the 
explosion hurled him to tbe ground. 


"It was so sudden," he said. 


"We didn't have a chance to get 
away. We were trapped like rats."

„ A disaster had been averted ear- 
lier yesterday when the gusher 
with"an estimatedTapacity of 25,- 
000 barrels got out of control. The 
petroleum shot over the top of the 
derrick and only quic7work on the 
part of oil field hangers-on pre- 


ited the flames from spreading 
'the vicinity. 
One workman reported seeing 


' three men enveloped by the seeth- 
ing furnace after they leaped from 
the oerrlck for their lives. 


Some of the victims were not 


unlike human torches as they 
streaked about screaming, falling 
and arising again in an effort to 
get away from the fierjj tongues 
of flame. 


One workman, Claude Sizemore. 


who escaped unhurt, had been 
away and returned just in time to 
witness the disaster. He said: 


"I tried to get near the fire but 


the heat was wTlnlense. I saw 
one of the men who leaped from 
the derrick. He was all afire. He 
collapsed near me, I threw my coat 
about the poor fellow and put out 
the flames. But it was too late. 
He was dead."

• The adopted report declared that 
"the paramount need of our times 
is for the revival of faith in liberty 
and democracy and the marshil- 
ing of a great legion of defenders 
of freedom against the covert and 
insidious assaults, in the long list 
,of which the Volstead act is per- 
haps the most vicious."

Home Week in every state in the 
Union and by moie than eight 
thousand communities," according 
to Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, Secret- 
ary of the Interior, who succeeded 
Herbert Hoover as President of 
Better Homes in America.
